The  situation  in  Santa  Catharina  lias 
become  highly  critical,  owing  to  the  out- 
break of  a  revolution  there  on  the  14th  for 
the  deposition  of  the  existing  state  govern- 
ment. The  conspiracy  has  evidently  been 
preparing  for  a  coup  for  some  time  past,  in 
which  it  has  been  aided  and  encouraged  by 
the  national  forces  in  that  state  and,  it  is  to 
be  feared,  by  the  national  government  at 
Rio  de  Janeiro.  The  arbitrary  and  highly 
absurd  conduct  of  Col.  Scrra  Martins  on 
the  13th  in  suppressing  a  street  procession, 
warrants  the  beUef  that  this  quixotic  com- 
mander was  seeking  for  an  excuse  to  quar- 
rel with  die  state  authorities,  rather  than 
to  punish  what  lie  considers  to  be  an  insult- 
ing demonstration  against  the  President 
and  himself.  Within  the  past  month,  also, 
arms  have  been  distributed  by  the  military 
commander  there  on  the  pretext  that  they 
were  to  be  used  to  arm  volunteers  for  war 
in  Rio  Grande,  but  which  were  prompUy 
used  to  overthrow  the  municipal  govern- 
ments in  Blumenan,  Tijucas,  Tubarao  and 
other  places.  These  occurrences  have  not 
as  yet  been  censured  by  the  President,  or 
his  minister  of  war,  and  we  must  conclude 
therefore  that  they  have  been  carried  into 
effect  with  the  knowledge  and  approval  of 
the  national  authorities.  How  far  the  state 
officials  are  disposed  to  resist,  we  do  not 
know;  but  there  are  no  grounds  for  the 
belief  that  they  will  do  much  fighting  to 
maintain  their  position.  We  have  no 
knowledge,  likewise,  of  the  relative  strength 
of  the  two  pardes,  as  the  telegrams  re- 
ceived are  too  contradictory  to  warrant  an 
estimate  by  the  not  uncommon  method  of 
"  splitting  the  difference."  Of  two  things, 
however,  we  may  be  certain  :  that  the 
government  has  done  another  illegal  and 
impolitic  act  by  interfering  in  the  affair3_  of 
this  state ;  and  that  the  quarrel  is  leading 


to  exactly  the  same  results  wliich  have 
occurred  in  Rio  lirande.  Unless  the 
President  ceases  to  mctldle  in  the  local 
atTairs  of  the  states  and  rc([uires  his  military 
officers  to  do  the  same,  he  will  soon  have 
the  whole  country  in  revoluiion.  The 
people  must  be  taught  submission  to  die 
law  and  respect  for  the  decisions  obtained 
at  the  ballot-box,  and  the  President  shoultl 
be  the  last  man  to  iirevem  this  by  these 
repeatctl  depositions  of  state  and  municipal 
governmcnis.  I'rom  this  morning's  tele- 
grams it  is  to  be  inferreil  that  the  revolu- 
tion will  tail,  but  this  in  no  wise  mitigates 
the  danger  from  these  iigiiations  and  from 
the  mischievous  inlerterence  of  national 
authorities  in  the  aftairs.of  tlie  state.

"Previous  schemes  of  this  Idml."  says  the 
warning,  "liave  led  lo  greal  sulVerinL^  anil  lii  foss  of 
hfo,  ami  for  many  imiiuhs  p:i,i  the  nuui.iniii!^  com- 
mittee nf  this  .ilVice  liavc  ustd  every  ellort'lo  iHs- 
snade  Uiiii-li  subjects  from  going  to  any  part  of 
i'raiiil.  l  he  couiUiy,  its  elimato,  ami  coiufitions  of 
life  are  unsuited  to  emigraiils  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  it  is  enniestly  hoped  that  al!  huUice- 
meiits  to  go  there  which  may  be  held  out,  wiie- 
tiicr  in  the  form  of  cheap  passages  or  of  grants  of 
land,  or  of  hi^h  wages,  will  he  wholly  disregarded." 
The  statements  here  made  are  rather  sweeping,  but 
there  is  no  question  that  they  are  jusiified  in 
view  of  the  sad  stories  that  have  been  pubhshed, 
not  only  from  private  sources  but  in  consular  re- 
ports, concerning  iho  recent  lustory  of  British 
emigration  \o  ^rm\.~T!u- Kiallo,  London,  June 
24  th. 


AN  //OXOA-ABLE  A'ECOA'D. 

Tlie  sale  of  llie  New  York  Joumal of  Comiiinn 
'o  Ihe  proprietors  of  llie  D.iily  t  oii/'iu-icml  Bulhtin 
has  led  to  die  reliremeiit  of  David  B.  Stone,  edilor- 
in-chief  c.ftliat  paper,  who  Is  one  of  ihe  oldest  and 
most  respected  journallsis  in  the  United  Slates. 
In  the  "few  words  of  farewell"  wiih  wliieh  he 
tonic  leave  of  his  readers,  ho  made  the  (olkiwint; 
statement  in  regard  lo  his  woik  im  thai  newspaper, 
wliicli,  in  our  opinion,  has  hut  few  par.nlhds  in  the 
history  of  journalism.  Itisarecoid  alike  honor- 
able and  praiseworthy  to  himself,  and  lo  ihe 
business  men  who  have  so  loyally  siippinled  and 
appreciated  the  newspaper  over  which  he  presided. 
Alter  announcing  ihe  sale  and  transfer  of  his  paper, 
he  wriies:

The  olVer  was  accepted,  but  when  the 
charter-party  arrived  it  vas  seen  that  directly 
behind  the  discharging  clause  tho  foUowiug  was 
iiiserled  in  pareniliesu's:— ('■I'Aceiiting  in  cases  of 
iiot,  strikes,  troubles  with  labourers,  damage 
to  machinery,  holidays,  quarantines,  bad  wcaibcT, 
and  all  unavoidable  accidents  or  hindrances  lying 
beyond  ibc  control  of  the  consignees,  in  whicli 
cases  discbartjuig  .lays  not  to  couni.")  'I'lic  ship- 
owners sent  back  the  charter-party  immediately, 
and  rerused_  Ihe  freight  unless  all  the  words  con- 
i:iined  wiiliin  the  parentheses  were  struck  out. 
In  repiv  to  tliis  a  telegram  came  to  the  elTect  th;U 
the  contract  could  noi  be  cancelled,  with  the  inti- 
inaticni  that  several  Xorwegian  sliiiis  (some  of 
which  were  named)  had  recently  conduiled  charters 
on  like  eoiulitions.  A  host  of  lelegrains  were  now 
v\changed  between  the  parties,  wiiboui  any  result 
I'L'ing  atlained.  The  shipowners  weie  not  to  be 
talked  over,  but  without  further  delay  closed  witli 
amilhcr  oiler,  and  then  at  last  they  were  informed 
bvihe  London  broker  that  the  lirst  freighler  was 
willing  to  cancel  tlie  objectionable  docunieiil.  If, 
ilicn,  it  is  the  fact  that  shipowners  are  to  be  found 
who  arc  willing  to  charter  their  ships  for  Santos 
under  the  conditions  meiuiuned,  it  is  a  thing  much 
lo  be  deplored.  As  things  are  at  SaiUos,  there  is 
liie  greatest  danger  that  vessels  will  be  kept  wait- 
ing as  long  as  it  suits  the  purposes  of  the  receivers 
of  cargo,  without  the  possibility  of  recovering 
demurrage  ;  and  the  money  loss  is  not  the  only 
risk-hnman  life  is  at  slake  also.  The  ship- 
owners who  have  accei)led  charters  for  their  vessels 
to  Santos,  to  sail  from  Europe  during  the  present 
season,  have  perhaps  acted  under  tlie  impression 
that  their  vessels  will  arrive  at  Sanlos  in  the  healtliy 
season,  and  will  be  again  de-patched  iherefrom 
before  the  fever  season  llcgin^  ;igain;  but  if  they 
have  such  clauses  in  their  cliaiicr  [laiiies  as  ilie  one 
quoted  above,  it  is  lo  be  feared  that  their  lio|ies  in 
this  respect  will  be  disappointed." 

The  secretary  of  tho  Scandiiiavian  Sliipowiu'rs' 
Associnlion  adds  the  following  to  the  above  com- 
munication :■— "  The  rel.itively  good  freights  lor 
Santos  are  certainly  very  cnlicing ;  but  wdicn  tiie 
enormous  cx|)ense  and  risk  iiivolve{l  in  the 
chartering  of  their  shijis  lo  such  places  are  taken 
into  consideralion,  it  is  easy  lo  see  that  heights 
thither  must  go  very  much  liiglier  if  any  profit  is 
to  accrue  from  ihcm.  It  will,  therefore,  be  lo  the 
shipowners'  own  interest  to  liglu  very  shy  of 
Santos  until  there  is  some  prospect  of  their  slii|is 
finding  at  that  port  satisfactory  aceommodation,

ment of  his  trial,  tluis  violating  the  privilege 
granted  to  the  two  chambers  by  Art.  20  ol  tjie 
conslitulion  as  a  guarantee  for  the  liberty  and 
inde])eiideiice  of  Congress.  After  speeches  from 
the  author  ol  the  motion.  Senator  .Arislides  I.obo 
and  Aniaro  Cavalcaiili,  ihe  latier  offered  a  motion 
simply  asking  (or  information  Irom  the  President  of 
the  republic  in  regard  lo  the  aiinouiicenieut  made 
to  the  Senate  hy  Senator  Wandenkolk,  of  the 
latler's  confinement  at  the  fortress  of  Santa  Cru^i. 
By  a  vote  of  20  lo  I9  the  Senate  gave  prelereiice  10 
the  latter  motion  wliioli  was  then  carried  by  a  vote 
of  24  to  17.— t:/w«/5(v  of  D.'piitks.—'l'ht  bill  (or 
placing  a  statue  ol  Gen.  Deodoro  in  the  Campo  da 
Republica  was  voled  in  3rd  discussion.  The  bill 
for  a  railway  from  the  Island  of  Governador  to 
Sapopemha  was  voted  in  ist  discussion  and  the 
apiiroprialion  ofl,2oo,ooo$  for  tlie  slates  of  Piauhy, 
Parahyba  and  Goyaz  in  3rd  discussion.  [11  3rd 
discussion  w.is  also  voled  ihe  budget  of  ihe  navy 
deiiartment.  Deputies  Thoma/.  Delfmo  and 
Garcia  Pires  spoke  against  the  hill  repotted  by  the 
budget  committee  fi)r  transferring  to  the  general 
governinciit  certain  revenues  heioni;ing  to  llie  cily 
government  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Deputy  Severinn 
Vieira  spoke  in  ils  favor. 

July  22. — Semite.  — The  Senate  in  secret  session 
confirmed  the  appointment  of  Deputy  liadani  as 
minister  on  a  special  mission  to  Rome.  —  Chambcy 
ofricputu's.~X\\<i\'^  was  110  silting  ol  the  Chamber 
lor  want  ol  a  quorum. 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 
— The  total  cusloms  receipts  in  Urnnuay  in  iSg2 
were  $8,634,547,  .agaimt  $8,655,834  in  1S91. 

—The  customs  receipts  at  Hueno.'i  Aires  for 
the  half  year  ending  June  30th  amounted  to 
'$46,200,000,  currency,  (round  numbers),  against 
$3S,400,ooo  in  the  same  period  of  las!  year. 

—It  is  gratifying  to  noie  iliat  the  new  Argentine 
cabinet,  under  Dr.  Aristobnlo  del  Valle,  which  is 
entirely  Mitrisla  in  character,  is  a  great  improve- 
ment on  its  predecessors  and  ]iromises  good 
resnils.  The  President  has  apparently  given  up 
the  Utopian  idea  of  a  conibinalion  administration. 
—The  new  English  hall  in  Buenos  Aires  is  lo  be 
called  Prince  George's  Hall,  for  wliicli  $JoO,00O  is 
lo  be  raised  in  lfi50  shares.  The  scheme  is  a  praise- 
worthy one  and  will  give  the  large  lirilisli  colony 
of  that  capital  a  suilable  place  for  their  enterlain- 
meiils,  public  meetings,  etc. 

—The  Uruguayan  legislators  have  been  at  last 
induced  to  cul  their  salaries  down  to  $12  a  day,  or 
$360  a  month.  They  hail  been  receiving  $450, 
In  consideration  of  the  effective  work  dime  they 
would  be  entitled  to  nothing  a  day,  less  the  dam- 
ages inllicted  on  tlie  country  iiy  their  mischievou.s 
enactiuenls. 

— The  national  army  is  to-day  composed  of  26 
regnuents,  consisting  ol  r  regiment  of  engineers, 
4  of  artillery,  12  of  infantry  and  12  of  cavalry, 
"i'heso  are  formed  of  93  commanders,  47S  officers, 
and  7349  soldiers.  Hut  to  bring  the  arnn'  up  to  its 
full  standing,  14  commanders,  209  officers,  and 
3296  soldiers  are  required. — Buenos  Aires  Rt-vu-za. 
—  Rain  has  fallen  plenlifiiUy  in  most  of  the 
camp  disliicls,  and  there  is  now  liiile  (ear  of 
further  loss  of  cattle  and  sheep  on  a  great  scale. 
Nevertheless  the  losses  up  to  date  have  been  very 
serious:  many  farmers  have  lost  50  per  cent  of 
their  sheep  and  cMh.—B'i,-itos  Aires  S/ait.lard, 
July  ilth. 

— There  is  a  project  before  government  to  es- 
tablish n  colony  of  small  French  farmers  on  the 
shores  of  the  inland  sea,  Lake  Naliuei-IIuapi,  at 
the  head  ol  ihe  Rio  Negro.  The  concessionaire 
asks  a  free  grant  of  25,000  .acres,  say  40  sq.  miles, 
and  proposes  to  spend  £  20,000  sterling  m  estab- 
lishing 400  families.  The  lamis  in  that  quarter 
are  remarkably  fertile,  and  we  received  last  week 
bom  a  Scotch  settler  some  potatoes  weighim; 
over  a  pound  each.  All  kinds  of  European  fruits 
ami  vegetables  thrive  on  the  shores  of  the  lake, 
where  the  lesuits  had  (arms  in  the  last  century. 
The  climate  is,  moreover,  well  suited  for  settlers, 
lieing  like  that  of  S^)uthern  (lermany.- 5«.7WJ 
Atn-s  Sl,vul,v\i. 

-With  the  tide  of  "PirsI  aid  to  the  wounded," 
a  society  has  been  formed  hy  Dr.  Cecilia  Gri- 
erson.  The  society  is  similar  to  the  St.  John's 
Ambulance  Society  of  England  and  Ihe  St  Andrew's 
of  Scotland.  To  become  a  member  it  is  only  ne- 
cessary that  the  candidate  be  a  medical  student, 
member  of  a  similar  institution,  or  ])ass  an  exami- 
nation in  '"first  aid."  On  being  admitted  as  a 
member  the  candidate  will  receive  a  medal,  and 
llie  only  disbursement  he  will  have  to  make  will 
be  lo  defray  ihe  cost  of  the  medal.  Four  examina- 
tions will  be  held  each  year  in  the  .Assistencia 
Publica,  Calle  Esmeralda  66,  and  those  desirous  of 
acquiring  the  necessary  knowledge  can  attend  the 
'ectures,  which  will  be  given  every  Saturday  night 
rom  8  to  9.  While  fully  agreeing  with  the  fair 
doctor's  idea,  we  venture  to  remark  that  the  first 
thing  necessary  is  the  repeal  of  the  barliarous 
remnant  of  old  Spanish  law  which  is  still  in  force  in 
these  countries,  and  by  which  any  person  who 
meets  with  an  accident  in  the  streut  or  any  public 
place,  must  lie  -.aithant  assistaiu\\  even  though 
bleeding  to  death,  until /<!  aiiiorUiad,  represented 
by  a  police  commissary,  arrives  upon  the  scene,  by 
■|ne  ihe  sufferer  is  probably  beyond  the  need 
or  any  other   aid. — Buenos   ^Lwm  Revieiu.

—The  deciee  for  the  disarming  of  the  iirovincia!

Ihe  Mauser  system,  with  500,00 )  l)atl  cartridges. 
It  is  claimed  that  the  state  possesses  about  3,000 
more  rifles  which  had  been  distributed  among  the 
police  officials. 

—  No  definite  news  from  Brazil  could  be  gathered 
yesterday.  The  extreme  measure  of  suspending 
all  telegrai)hic  services  both  to  and  from  Brazil  has 
can-ed  great  annoyance,  especially  in  commercial 
circles.  It  is  allriiniied  lo  the  uiea  held  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  iliat  the  River  Plate  aulliorilies  connived  at 
the  mameiivres  ol  Admiral  Wandenkolk.  The 
cruiser  Rspnblkn  is  on  her  way  t)  Rio  Grande, 
Noihing  further  has  been  heard  about  tlic  boin- 
hardmenl  of  the  city,  htit  it  is  tliouiiht  that  Wan. 
denkolk  will  not  he  able  to  penetrate  far,  or  lo  do 
much  beyond  blockading  the  entrance  to  the  port. 
—  Monleviileo  Timcs,  July  13. 

— We  learn  from  a  coniemporary  over  the  water 
that  some  of  the  Emjiish  tiinis  in  Buenos  Aires 
were  very  ready  to  show  their  loyalty  to  the  public 
by  closing  their  doors  last  Thursday,  but  they  kept 
their  clerks  inside  hard  at  work  all  day,  all  the 
same,  which  was  certainly  fioi  the  object  for  wliicli 
the  holiday  was  arranged.  So  contemptible  apiece 
of  meanness  as  this  needs  no  comment.  We  are 
pleased,  lor  the  credit  of  the  commercial  mind, 
that  we  did  not  hear  aiiytliing  of  the  kind  here, 
where,  although  no  holiday  could  be  arranged, 
more  than  one  house  cmitnved  to  give  its  clerks  a 
little  extra  liberty  wilbout  requiring  a  nnecial 
announcement  of  the  i7,z\..~ Montevideo  Times, 
J„lyl,ll,. 

—  We  have  heard  of  cases  of  families  who  are 
possessed  of  considerable  estates,  who  are  well-to- 
do  in  the  world,  who  can  afford  a  carriage,  an 
opera  box  and  half  a  dozen  servants,  and  yet  who 
do  not  Ihink  it  ciislionorable  to  accept  a  jiension 
from  a  bankrupt  slate,  because   some  fifty  or  more 
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years  ago  one  of  their  ancestors,  exer 
paliiotism  which  liis  descendants  do  not 
have  inlieriled,  performed  more  or  less  valuable 
services.  We  have  also  heard  ol  others,  not  well- 
to-do  perhaps,  but  Still  j^erfectly  capable  of  sup- 
porting themselves  in  comfort  and  respectability  if 
they  would  choose  to  woik,  and  yet  who  prefer  to 
live  in  idleness  so  long  as  mflnence  Or  persuasion 
can  secure  them  a  pension.  Yet  i(  anyone  called 
them  parasites  they  would  pretend  to  be  insiilleci. 
—Montevideo  Times. 

—The  vanity  and  excbisiveness  of  the  Argentine, 
who  will  alli»w  none  but  his  beloved  "blue  and 
while  "  flag  to  flutter  in  Argentine  breezes,  except 
by  special  permission,  are  sufficiently  ridicuhius, 
and  seem  to  us  only  to  serve  to  keep  up  and  inten- 
sify  the  dislike  which  exists  between  Argentines 
and  foreign  residents.  What  possible  harm  can 
the  general  permission  (or  any  and  everybody  to 
deck  their  houses  with  whatever  flatis  please  them, 
do  to  Argentines  or  Argentina?  The  prohibition 
is  absolutely  childish,  and  we  call  upon  the  chief 
of  police,  or  whatever  functionary  such  important 
matters  belong  lo,  to  abolish  it  lorthwilh,  and  allow 
everybody  to  hang  out  of  window  or  on  his  house- 
lop  whatever  flag  he  thinks  best.

— The  new  ministry  seems  (o  liave  been  received 
with  much  favor  at  Jiuenos  Aires,  On  the  6th 
iiist.  a  demonstralion  was  made  by  the  public  in 
honor  of  the  President  and  his  t^c\v  cabinet,  on 
which  occasion  the  former  spoke  as  follows: — "I 
have  pas,'sei:i  several  days  of  bitterness  and  anxiety, 
in  search  of  distinguished  citizens  willing  to  share 
with  me  the  arduous  task  ol  governing  the  nation, 
but  I  have  at  last  had  the  good  fortune  to  find  five 
men  o(  spoiless  antecedents,  of  proved  integrity 
and  of  a  ]uil)lic  life  without  a  stain.  Cgrcal: 
applause.)  I  see  how  the  public  receives  them  and 
I  believe  that  public  opinion  will  support  them  and 
me  in  ujiholding  the  banner,  confided  to  me  by  the 
public,  of  honesty,  morality  and  reparation, 
(applause.)  Altliotigli  1  am  an  old  citizen,  I  have 
sulficient  energy  lo  carry  out  these  intentions,  and 
1  rely  upon  llie  people  of  the  republic  to  protect 
this  government  in  its  mission.  I  do  not  rocognizc 
purty  passions  which  may  disturb  me  iu  the  fulfil- 
ment of  my  dulies  in  which  I  shall  always  be 
guided  solely  by  the  passion  ol  patriolism.  (ap- 
plause.) I  shall  have  to  strive  with  antagonistic 
passions,  with  vested  iiUcre.sts,  with  sordid  am- 
bitions, but  I  shall  do  it  unshrinkingly  in  defending 
the  national  treasury,  (appl.iuse)  I  know  that 
the  people  of  tlie  republic  will  co-operate  in  this 
work,  which  is  directed  solely  to  the  aggraiidi/,e- 
ment  of  ihe  country."     (great  applause.) 

Why  does  the  Brazilian  government  persist  iu 
saddling  the  unfortunate  EiigUsh  tax-payer  with 
the  cost  of  printing  reiterated  warnings  to  emi- 
grants not  to  leave  this  country  for  Brazil?

— The  Vi'TOii/ sayi  that  there  has  not  been  an 
immigrant  at  the  V\n\\i:un  Juspeda'-ia,  near  Barra 
do  Piraliy,  hir  over  a  month, 

—  In  Deslerro  on  Simday  there  were  demonstra- 
lions  both  in  favor  of  the  state  government  of 
Santa  Catharina  and  against  it. 

—The  government  has  directed  that  forts  Santa 
Cruz  and  Saiit'  Anna,  state  of  Sinla  Catharina, 
shall  be  armed  an<l  rated  as  3i-d-class  (orts. 

—In  June  there  were  registered  iu  the  city  ol 
Pard  179  births  again^Jt  157  in  the  corresponding 
month  of  the  previous  year,  and  207  ileatiis  against 
206  in  June,  1S92. 

—In  Nalnl,  capital  of  Rio  Grande  do  Norte, 
there  were  58:1  rleaths  bom  February  28ih,  1892, 
to  the  15th  n|  last  month.  In  the  same  period 
there  were  46  civil  marriages. 

— All  telej^raphic  communications  with  Rio 
Grande,  or  willi  .Montevideo  in  reijard  to  the  Rio 
Grande  revolution,  continue  impeded,  We  have 
no  definite  news  o(  the  military  movements  ihere.' 
— In  the  stale  of  Baliia  there  are  755  public 
schools,  of  which  333  are  for  boys,  264  for  girls  and 
15S  for  both  sexes.  In  these  scliools  there  are 
matriculated  12, 121  pupils,  the  average  attendance 
being  8,128. 

— .-Vccording  lo  Montevideo  advices  the  lederaU 
ists  are  increasing  in  slrenglh  every  day  in  Rio 
Grande,  The  refugees  are  everywhere  joining  the 
forces  iu  the  field,  and  an  active  campaign  may  be 
expected  as  soon  as  Ihe  winter  permits. 

— The  yi>/-«(7/ofSund.iy  publishes  a  report  to  the 
effect  that  Guinersindo  Snraiva  had  captured  Jag- 
uariio  with  a  considerable  quantity  of  arms.  Not 
considering  the  place  of  any  siraiegic  importance, 
he  afterwards  wdlhdrew  his  forces  ill  the  direction 
of  Rage, 

—The  Coireio  Paulistano  relates  that  on  ilie 
night  of  the  [6th  some  sohliers  of  the  lodi  cavalry 
and  other  had  cliaraclers  in  Sao  Paulo  led  a  police- 
man lo  come  near  them  by  pretending  that  a  light 
was  ill  progress,  when  they  seized  him  and  nearly 
killed  him  by  cutting  his  throat  with  a  razor. 

— The  conspirators  in  Santa  Catharina  seem  to 
have  laken  advantage  of  the  capture  ol  the  Jupiter 
by  organising  a  general  revolt  against  the  exisiiiiy 
state  and  municipii  governments.  Tne  revolu- 
tionists have  been  assisted  by  the  national  forces 
and  by  arms  given  from  the  government  arsenal. 

— A  Santa  Catharina  telegram  of  the  2[st  says 
that  the  people  had  called  upon  the  vice-governor, 
Elyseu  Gaillierme,  lo  resign  his  ollice.  Sixteen 
municipalites  had  .already  ileposed  their  inten- 
dciicitis,  and  some  of  the  revoluiionists  had  pro- 
claimed I-Iercilio  Luz,  a  federal  official,  as  governor 
of  the  state. 

—If  the  national  govermnent  was  constrained  to 
interfere  in  Rio  Grande  to  suppress  an  armed 
revolution  against  the  stale  authorities,  is  it  not 
under  the  same  obligation  in  Santa  Catharina  to 
suppress  the  Ilercilio  Luz  insurrection  ?  Or  does 
Prssident  Floriatio  entertain  dislinctions  among 
revolutionists?  Possibly  it  is  a  crime  to  do  what 
he  encourages  among  his  friends.

—The  Brazilian  section  at  Chicago  was  not 
opened  until  |lie  20lh  and,  It  is  reported,  is  much 
appreciated.  It  is  foitunnte  that  Lndisl^n  was 
removed,  or  it  would  never  have  been  opened. 

—  Deocleciano  Martyr  has  finally  been  dismissed 
from  tile  office  of  fiscal  of  the  parish  of  Santa  Rita. 
He  will  now  be  enabled  to  truthfully  pose  ns  a 
martyr; 

—Carlo  Bossini,  an  employ^  of  the  Italian  opera 
company,  was  arrested  on  Wednesday  on  the 
charge  of  stealing  from  the  company  clothing  valued 
at  2,000$. 

—The  Paiz  says  that  Admiral  Wandenkolk 
declared  to  Admiral  Coelho  Netto  that  he  intends 
to  resign  his  seat  in  llie  Senate  and  retire  from 
military  and  political  life.  It  would  appear  that 
said  retirement  has  been  somewhat  anticipated. 

—It  is  a  little  singular  ihat  just  at  the  tmiewhen 
the  government  is  reiiorted  to  be  desirous  of  pac^- 
fyiiiSj  Rio  Grande,  it  is  aiding  and  abetting  the 
attempts  to  upset  the  slate  government  of  Santa 
Cnlharina. 

—Among  the  rumors  circulated  on  Friday  in  re- 
gard 10  the  alleged  attempts  to  pacify  Rio  Grande, 
is  the  report  that  the  demands  of  Gen.  Silva 
Tavares  contained  in  the  sealed  document  brought 
by  Senator  Cunha  Junior  will  be  adopted  as  a  basis. 
—The  cruiser  I'iradentes  was  to  have  sailed  lor 
Santa  Catbarina  early  last  week,  but  did  not  do  so 
because  there  was  no  surgeon  on  board;  On  tlie 
2ist,  however,  the  cruiser  was  sent  away  without 
the  surgeon.  If  the  inquiry  is  in  order,  might  we 
ask  what  becomes  of  all  the  medical  graduates  ? 

—It  is  proposed  to  give  a  bachelors'  ball  at  an 
early  date  and  the  bachelors  who  wibli  to  lake  part 
in  it  are  requested  to  send  in  their  names  to  Mr. 
F,  S.  Voule  at  the  Club  Larangeirns,  A  meeting 
will  be  held  on  Thursday  next,  27th  inst.,  at  the 
Club  to  discuss  the  subject. 

-When  the  Paula  Malios  elevator  was  in  opera- 
tion at  S.  15  p.m.  last  Wednesday,  the  cnhles  broke, 
hut  fortunately  no  one  was  injured.  Two  ladies 
fainted  from  fright  and  a  mob  attempted  In  destroy 
the  elevator,  hut  was  prevented  from  doing  so  by 
an  officer  of  the  national  guard. 

—It  was  reported  in  Buenos  Aires  on  tlte  14th 
that  the  Pedro  III.,  a  large  steamer  engaged  in  the 
cattle  trade,  {eX'Conde  de  VHano),  had  been  seized 
at  Santos  by  the  insurgents  and  turned  inlo  a  priva- 
teer. As  the  telegraph  had  lieen  closed,  the 
owner,  Mr.  Gartland,  was  unable  to  learn  tiie 
facts  up  to  the  i6th. 

— We  see  by  an  American  exchange  llial  tlie 
Woman's  Board  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Ciiurcli 
in  the  United  States  has  resolved  upon  llie  found- 
ing of  a  girls' school  in  Pelropolis,  and  lins  appro- 
priated $25,000  for  that  ijuvpose.  The  school  is  to 
be  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Watts,  the  po|ni!ar 
and  success  fuldi redress  of  llie  Piracicaba  scliool. 
— It  is  reported  that  Admiral  Firmino  Chavss, 
minister  ol  marine,  has  tendered  his  resignation, 
but  no  official  announcement  to  that  effect  has  yet 
been  made.  It  is  also  known  that  the  minjsiei-  of 
industry^Dr.  Paula  Souza,  tendered  his  restfjnalJon 
a  short  time  ago,  because  the  President /lad  gone 
too  far-  with  his  characteristic  interferAnces,  l)ut 
was  induced  to  reconsider.  / 

— We  see  by  our  Montevideo  excha/iges  ibnt  the 
government  sent  regular  telegrams  (o  llie  River, 
although  the  lines  were  closed  to  private  citizens. 
On  the  171I1  a  telegram  sent  there  announced  that 
"  iranquilily  prevails  in  all  parts  of  Brazil  except 
Rio  Grande."  In  view  of  the  revojution  in  Santa 
Catharina — well,  the  reader  can  ad/i  pepper  to  suit 
himself! 

—It  would  be  interesting  to  kniJw  why  a  pension 
is  to  be  paid  to  tlie  widow  of  Gen.  Deodoro.  The 
good  lady  is  far  from  being  poor,  in  view  of  ihe 
liberality  ol  the  patriotic  company  organi:!ers  of 
1890  and  1S91,  and  she  has  no  need  whatever  of 
the  6,000$  to  be  paid  her.  The  poor  lax-piiyer, 
however,  is  entitled  to  some  consideinlioii  in  the 
matter  of  such  expenditures,  for  the  reckless  use  of 
money  by  the  executive  and  legislature  is  becoming 
a  serious  obsturction  to  the  development  of  the 
country. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  Standard  is  evidently  lie- 
coming  a  Philistine  of  the  l^hilistines— worse  even 
than  Truth,  In  commenting  on  the  lack  of  en- 
tluisinsm  in  Rosario  over  the  recent  royal  wedding, 
\\\ii  Standard  says;  "So  many  calls  have  been 
made  on  their  generosity  of  late  that  it  was  as  well 
not  to  overdo  the  matter,  more  especially  as  finan- 
cial^ appeals  will  have  to  be  made  again  if  some  of 
their  charitable  institutions  are  to  exist  at  all."  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  if  the  Stanaard  is 
serious  in  classing  the  royal  family  among  the 
Englishman's  "  charitable  institutions." 


—The  Botanical  Garden  was  visited  by  i8,6oa 
persons  m  the  half-year  ended  on  Jiina  30th. 

-On  Sunday  Sarah  Bernhardt  left  on  the  steamer 
A>tVi/for  the  River  Plate. 

_  —Senator  Arislldes  Lobo  threatens  to  quit  read- 
ing the  newspapers.  Our  luimorous  editor  hones 
tie  won't  quit  writing  for  them. 

-It  was  rejiorted  here  on  Friday  that  Barflo  do 
ftoliral  would  he  sent  to  Rio  Grande  to  nttemiit  ihe 
pacification  of  that  slate. 

— l!  was  reported  here  on  the  a2nd  that  the  pas- 
sengers from  the  French  packet  Ihhil  have  pub- 
lished a  protest  against  certain  scandals  at  the  Ilha 
Grande  quarantine  station. 

—In  this  city  between  Tune  i6lh  and  30th  there 
were  registered  530  birtlis,  673  deaths  and  I2S 
marriages.  01  the  deaths  71  were  caused  by 
yellow  fever.  Of  the  children  born  277  were 
males  and  253  females. 

—There  is  announced  for  to-day  a  meeting  of 
the  friends  of  the  government  lor  the  purpose  of 
organizing  a  party.  The  movement  is  under  the 
direction  of  Deputy  Glycerio,  and  its  only  platform 
is  to  defend  the  government  and  the  constitution. 

—For  Investigniing  the  conduct  of  Admiral 
Wandenkolk  the  government  has  appointed  a 
court  of  inquiry  composed  of  Barilo  de  Conimbft, 
Bar.an  de  Ivinheima  and  Rear-Admiral  Balthazar 
da  Silveira. 

—The  municipal  authorities  are  now  busily  en- 
gaged  in  destroying  a  part  of  Ihe  Largo  do  Machado 
garden.  Unless  something  is  done  to  stop  them 
these  municipnl  renovators  will  be  shaving  the 
crown  of  the  Sugar  Loaf. 

— Telegraphic  communication  with  the  south, 
whicli  was  closed  on  ihe  9th,  was  partly  opened  on 
the  2ist.  Telegrams  in  cipher  are  still  prnliibited, 
and  also  messnges  referring  to  Wandenkolk  and 
events  in  Rio  Grande,    We  are  still  Russianized. 

—Tenor  Gabrieiesco,  who  broke  down  on  the 
stage  some  nights  ago,  in  consequence  of  a  severe 
attack  of  rheumatism,  has  obtained  from  Imiiresniio 
Ducci  a  20  days'  leave  of  absence.  De  Marchi, 
who  is  to  take  his  place,  is  expected  to  arrive  here 
on  the  8th  prox. 

—Opposition  members  of  Congress  and  other 
prominent  persons  held  n  meeting  On  Sunday  and 
decided  to  appoint  a  central  committee  in  this  city 
for  corresponding  with  the  opponents  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  the  states.  It  may  lead  to  the  organi- 
zation of  an  opposition  paity. 

—The  President  of  Argentina  seems  to  have  had 
a  very  difficult  and  anxious  time  of  it  in  his  search 
for  "live  men  of  spotless  antecedents  "  with  whom 
he  could  organize  a  cnbinet,  but  we  are  glad  to  see 
that  he  has  succeeded.  Now  that  he  has  found 
them,  they  should  be  treated  very  delicately,  for  be 
may  not  be  so  successful  next  time. 

— "  We  are  informed,"  says  the  Jornaldo  Biazil 
of  yesterday,  "  that  the  Lloyd  packet  announced  to 
leave  on  the  25111  has  received  orders  to  postpone 
its  departure.  It  is  stated  that  Gen.  En&s  Galvao, 
who  has  been  selected  as  inlervenlor  in  the  affairs 
of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  will  take  passage  on  the 
said  packet,  carrying  withhim  the  sumof^i5o,ooo, 
which  will  he  employed  iu  the  payment  of  war 
claims." 

— We  are  advised  that  Mr.  Langworthy  Mar- 
chanl,  a  well-known  teacher  of  this  city,  has  been 
compelled  to  desist  from  a  competitive  examination 
for  an  Englisli  professorship  in  Nictheroy  because 
of  the  political  intrigues  ol  the  director  of  public 
instruction  and  his  competitors,  It  is  only  one 
more  instance  of  the  worthlessness  of  the  system 
of  public  competitions  and  political  control  in 
educational  matters. 

— The  Giizela  de  A'olkias  of  Sunday  stated  that 
the  pnrlfolio  of  tlie  navy  had  been  offered  to  Rear- 
Admiral  Julio  de  Noronlia  and,  on  Ins  declining  it, 
to  Re,ar-Admiral  Saldanlia  da  Gama,  who  also  re- 
fused to  accept  it.  The  1'einpo  of  yesterday, 
however,  asserted  that  Minister  Firmino  Chaves 
has  not  even  tendered  his  resignation.  The 
Tempo,  however,  is  after  that  "  free  jioslage  lay," 
and  may  be  expected  to  affirm  anything  that  will 
please  the  govergmenl. 

— This  is  Ih'w  the  Soiilhem  Cross  expresses  an 
opinion:  — " 'I'lie  Methodist  parson  Newman,  who 
has  lieen  displaying  a  great  nmniint  ol  buffoonery 
and  laiifarronade  during  his  short  stay  in  this  city, 
etc.,  etc.  .  .  .  Then  Dr.  Thompson  and  other 
inferior  polemists,  wishing  to  obtain  cheap  notor- 
iety, offered  to  lake  the  runaway's  place,  etc.  .  .  . 
He  (a  Catholic  priest)  would  only  humiliate  himself 
by  fighting  ihe  ignorant  lieutenants,  etc."  Evi- 
dently Brother  Dinneen  was  not  taught,  or  has  been 
unable  to  learn,  the  value  of  courteous  language, 
even  in  religious  discussion.  If  the  Church  wishes 
to  hold  the  love  and  respect  of  men,  it  should 
teach  its  lieutenants,  bnlli  spiritual  and  temporal, 
to  be  cousideiate,  and  charilable.  and  gentlemanly 
—  to  say  nothing  of  being  logical— in  their  dis- 
cussions. It  is  strange  that  there  is  so  lillle  of  ihe 
traditional  Christian  spirit  iu  Christianity  ! 

—We  are  informed  tliat  Rev.  C.  C.  Grubb  and 
party  are  expected  to  arrive  here  to-morrow  on  ihe 
Royal  Mail  packet  Trent,  and  that  a  series  of  re- 
ligious meetings  will  be  held  as  soon  as  arrange- 
ments can  be  made.  A  meeting  will  be  held  at  the 
Presbyterian  church,  Tiavessa  da  Barreira,  on 
Thursday  evening,  at  which  a  welcome  will  be  ex- 
tended to  the  missioners,  and  Mr.  Grubb  will 
probably  preach  at  liie  English  church  on  Sunday 
morning  next.  Mr.  Grubb  is  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  Ireland  and  is  engaged  in  missionary 
work  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  His  visit  to 
this  diocese  is  in  response  to  invitations  fioni  pro- 
minent church  workers  in  Argentina  and  has  the 
approval  and  commendation  of  the  Bishop  ol  the 
Falkland  Islands.  Much  of  his  work  is  carried 
out  in  cu-operation  with  the  clergymen  of  other 
denominations,  and  it  is  expected  that  his  preach- 
ing  will  he  chiefly  from  their  pulpits  during  his 
visit  in  this  city. 


— It  wmi Id  bo  interesting  to  know  how  Senator 
JOftoUnrhalho  proposes  to  discriminate  the  "  de. 
cent  newsnapers  for  which  he  asks  ilie  free  use 
01  tlie  mails.  The  government  papers  will,  of 
course,  be  "  decent,"  every  one  ol  them,  while  the 
opposituni  will  be  exactly  the  contrary.  And  yet, 
as  a  rule,  it  is  the  government  organ  which  is  i:en. 

At 
thepresent  moment  one  of  these  organs  is  hiisily 
engaged  in  blackmailing  the  stalTol  another  ionrna! 
because  ol  its  dislike  lor  the  ediior-in-cbief,  while 
another  ori-nn  is  nolcu-iously  inaccurate  and  un- 
trutlifnl.  It  will  bring  ahmu  a  discrimination 
which  would  reflect  very  little  credit  upon  its 
author  and  upon  the  government  which  tries  lo 
enlorce  it.
